“Denning then rushed to the door 
and when he opened the door the man 
could evidently see him because he 
shouted: 
‘Please come over here. 
For God's sake, come quick! They are 
killing me.’ Denning hesitated about 
going. 
He distinctly heard the man | 
trying to talk and thought from the 
sounds that his voice was gurgled and 
that his last efforts were made while 
in the throes of death. 


“ I was up town at the time and when 
I arrived home I was told the story. 
I secured a lantern and with Denning 


made a search of the spot from where 
the sounds 
came. 
It 
was 
directly 
above the cesspool. From the railroad 
track down to the pool was a path 
looking very much as if it had been 
made by persons In a scuffle. Dirt and 
other rubbish had been moved and I 
thought the man who was heard cry 
ing out had been dragged down the 
steep embankment and cast into the 
water. 
I am now positive from other 
facts recently learned that the man 
was murdered and is still lying In the 
bottom of the pool.” 
Mr. Wallace is of the opinion that 
the body would never rise from the 
bottom of Its own accord. The water 
is thickened with dirt, dead animals 
and all kinds of offal and would not 
[ permit the body to come to tho sur­ 
face. The pool is very disagreeable to 
work about and being quite deep it 
will take some time 
to 
examine it 
thoroughly. 
Mr. Wallace will draiu It 
this afternoon if possible and will then 
probe to the bottom for the supposed 
victim.

If the heirs or Captain Thomas Poe 
are able to 
substantiate 
their claim 
against the government, 
Uncle 
Sam 
may be induced to hand out over more 
than $100,000 for the burning of the 
steam er Amelia Poe in 1865, at a point 
on the Cumberland river, near Eddy­ 
ville. 
The boat was fired by the rebel 
forces during the civil war after the 
vessel had been confiscated by the gov­ 
ernment at Louisville and ordered to 
be taken, loaded with 
supplies, 
to 
union forces camped along the Cum­ 
berland river. 
The vessel was burned near the close 
of the war and although repeated ef­ 
forts have been made to effect a set 
tlement with the government, each at­ 
tempt has proved futile. 
Captain Poe 
had landed his vessel at Louisville and 
was taking on coal preparatory to 
bringing the boat to Pittsburg, when 
officers of the union army boarded the 
vessel and commanded the captain to 
load the vessel with stores 
for 
the 
army. 
He also took aboard a large 
number of horses and mules, says the 
Chronicle Telegraph. 
He had 
been 
carrying troops throughout the south 
and was chuckling over the fact that 
he once more was back in the union 
lines and relished the thought that he 
was soon to be at horn" and 
among 
friends. 
Captain Poe did not argue with the 
government, when he was directed to 
load his vessel with arm y supplies, 
and in a day or two was again on his 
way south. All went well until he was 
about half way up the Cumberland 
river, when the rebels fired 
on 
the 
boat, causing the captain to surrender. 
After taking many of the supplies, the 
rebels set fire to the boat, destroying 
an investment representing $40,000. 
Captain Poe felt confident that 
he 
would be able to collect from the gov 
em inent for his loss, but a few years 
after the close of the war he died arid 
was several years later before the

If the heirs or Captain Thom as Poe 
are able to 
sub stan tiate 
their claim 
against the governm ent. 
Uncle 
Sam 
may be induced to hand out over more 
than $100,000 for the burning of the 
steam er Amelia Poe in 1865, at a point 
on th e C um berland river, n ear Eddy­ 
ville. 
The boat was fired by tho rebel 
forces during the civil w ar after the 
vessel had been confiscated by the gov 
ernm ent at Louisville and ordered to 
lie taken, loaded with 
supplies, 
to 
union forces cam ped along the Cum 
berland river. 
The vessel was burned near the close 
of the w ar and although repeated ef­ 
forts have been m ade to effect a se t­ 
tlem ent with the governm ent, each a t­ 
tem pt has proved futile. 
Captain Poe 
had landed his vessel at Louisville and 
was taking on coal 
preparatory to 
bringing the boat to Pittsburg, when 
officers of the union a rm y boarded tile 
vessel and com m anded the captain to 
load the vessel w ith stores 
for 
the 
army. 
H e also took aboard a large 
num ber of horses and mules, says the 
Chronicle Telegraph. 
He had 
been 
carrying troops throughout the south 
and w as chuckling over the fact th at 
he once m ore w as back in th e union 
lines and relished the thought that he 
was soon to be at hom e and 
among 
friends. 
Captain Poe did not argue with the 
government, when he was directed to 
load his vessel with arm y supplies, 
and in a day or two w as again on his 
way south. All w ent well until he was 
about half way up th e Cum berland 
river, when th e rebels fired 
on 
the 
boat, causing th e captain to surrender. 
A fter taking m any of the supplies, the 
rebels set fire to the boat, destroying 
an investm ent rep resen tin g $40,000. 
Captain Poe felt confident th at 
ho 
would be able to collect from the gov 
e rn m en t for his loss, but a few years 
after th e close of the w ar he died and 
it was several years later before the 
claim w as presented to 
tilt1 
govern 
rnent. T he m a tte r was placed in the 
hands of an attorney, w ho gathered all 
th e necessary data, b u t on account of 
tho m any claims th at w ere bcingpress 
ed on the governm ent, he advised the 
heirs not to h u rry a settlem ent. 
In 
th e m eantim e th e atto rn ey died and 
the papers which had been collected 
bearing on the destruction of the craft 
w ere lost. 
About 20 y ears 
ago efforts 
were 
m ade again to bring the m a tte r to the 
attention of th e governm ent, and a1 
though several a tte m p ts 
have 
been 
made, the efforts of the

have 
been unsuccessful on account of dis
